six months have 
wrought a mighty 


change in the base at which, last June, 
the first division of American troops 
landed to go into training for their 
light wilh the Germans. 


The docks have been and are being 


enlarged, 
storage 
warehouses 
have 


been and are being built, the harbor 
i_as been dredged out to accommodate 
more and larger ships, and the railroad 
facilities have been nearly doubled and 
are being Increased day by day. 


The enlargement of the port has cre- 


ated a somewhat anomalous situation. 
[•'or whereas up to about the end of last 
venr troops landed more regularly and 
quickly than supplies, PO that. it. wa-; 


noiimns feared it would be necossary 
draw temporarily on the: r<'renc-h for 


their mipport. ttu: hnrio is now in lh« 
position of being nblr- to handle more 
.0 nnage than ts at present com ins to it, 
either in the form of supply or troop 
ships. 
The capacity of the port would, how- 


ever, be almost readied with the com- 
pletion of the docks and storehouses 
now under construction if It were not 
tor far-reaching engineering plans that 
re underway. 
Tho American authorities early fore- 


saw that oven comprehensive dock en- 
arguments would Inevitably result in 
congest ion and confusion if so mo out- 
ft. wore imt arranged for the incre.-in- 
ng supples expected to arrive when 
they are needed, and which 
even 
in- 


creased storage space could not bo ex- 
pected to oceommod.it e. The problem 
rc.iolvcd itself Into one of transporta- 
tion.

The American plan which envisages 


caring for vastly more volume than the

them but is more or less a 
copy of 


what the English have done at another 
port, where they have 
increased 
the 


daily output of merchandise from about 
200 cars or less to more than 700. This 
they have been able to do by laying out 
huge yards to the rear of the actual 
port to avoid congestion and to facili- 
tate making up trains.

BRITISH PRISONERS BACK FROM 


GERMANY HAVE "BARBED 


WIRE 
FEVER" 


LONDON, Feb. 26.—AJi England has 


been stirred by the return of 360 Bol- 
diers and. civilian prisoners of 
war 


from 
Ruhleben, Germany, some 
of 


whom are fishermen who were sur- 
prised by the Germans in the 
North 


sea immediately after the declaration 
of war and had therefore been prison- 
ers almost from 
the 
first 
day of 


hostilities. 


It is not because of the stories they 


tell, for their lips have been sealed so 
far as their own sufferings are con- 
cerned by order of 
the government. 


The remark of one of the civUians to 
an old friend who met the party—"We 
ire fairly all right, but we have all got 
Darbed-\vire fever"—is said to contain 
the whole story. 
Englishmen know 


what that means and there is nowhere 
any desire to reverse the government's 
order. 


Barbed-wire fever is the 
nervous 


strain that is telling with increasing 
force—especially in the case of 
tho 


older men, who cannot take so much 
exercise—upon the hundreds »of 
men 


who have spent over three years on 
that unhappy race course," says the 
Manchester 
Ghiardian, 
"They were 


bitterly disappointed, that the attempt 
of our government to abolish Ruhleben 
iltogether 
by an exchange, however 


t might advantage the Germany, cumo 
to nothing and many of the repatriated 
men are convinced that there may be 
an increase of mental cases if Ruhle- 
ien continues much longer. 
You could 


eee the marks of nervous excitement 
on many of the faces, and probably 
he reaction from being set free will 
be felt severely by the men of more 
sensitive minds." 
From a few of the civilian prisoners 


something of the condition of affairs 
n Germany was learned—illustrations 
supporting the general impression, ac- 
cording to the Daily .Telegraph, "that 
he war has entirely changed the. con- 


ditions of life in tho enemy country,, 
which hag ceased altogether to display 
that air of cheerful 
prosperity which 


characterized the Germany of peace 
days." 


Germany, It was said, presented the 


appearance of a country 
"under a 
blig-ht." 


"I was very much struck when trav- 


elling through tho country," said one 
of the men, "with the dead look of 
every thing. Even in one of the great 
towns through which we passed there 
seemed to be little going on, and the 
railway stations were almost entirely 
deserted. 
On the line between Span- 


dau and Hanover we did not see a. 
single passenger train, and the goods 
traffic appeared to be quite negligible. 
The fields were devoid of cattle, and 
on the whole journey I saw less than 
a score of sheep." 


Other men with observant eyes had 


come to the conclusion that the fuel 
shortage in Germany must be acute, 
because though the weather was bit- 
terly cold, smoke was rarely to be seen 
issuing from chimneys. Another thing 
that struck them was the extent to 
which women are doing work on the 
railways. They were seen acting ae 
firemen on locomotives and as plate- 
layers.

NATIONAL DEBT 


NEW YORK:, Feb. 25.—The steady 


increase in Germany's national debt 
owing to the war and the delay in 
adopting a sweeping plan of taxation 
reform to care for the increased lia- 
bilities of the empire, already more 
than twenty times higher Hum the na- 
tionnl debt at the outbreak of the war, 
is a source of constant concern to Ger- 
man financial experts. 


In the Berlin Tagoblatt of January 5. 


Arthur Norden, the paper's financial 
expert, sharply criticizes the failure of 
the government to provide for any re- 
demption of the war debt aside from 
a proviso establishing a 
redemption 


fund for the 4 
1,™ per cent treasury cer- 


tificates which formed a small part of 
the last two war loans. He calls for 
radical measures to check tho piling 
up of tho burden of war indebtedness.

Norden contrasts with the policy of 


Germany, which, as is known, has not 
provided even enough increased taxa- 
tion to meet the interest on ita war 
debt and is paying- a part of the inter- 
est coupons of earlier war loans from 
new borrowings, with that of 
Great 


Britain, which, he 
points 
out, 
had 
raised by taxation almost twenty-five 
per cent of its war expenditure down 
to the end of 3917. 


The argument that a heavier taxa- 


tion of war prolits. which make up the 
bulk of the nominal increase in Ger- 
many's capital, would interfere with 
the productiveness of German indus- 
try and the fear that increased taxa- 
tion of incomes would kill tho \var- 
willingness of th,e population are dis- 
missed as unfounded. In 
fact, 
Mr. 


NTorden argues, to attack the abnor- 
mally high war incomes attained in 
certain industries and by certain ele- 
ments of the population would be of 
decided value in cutting down the high 
cost of living resulting from the ex- 
travagant standards of life among the 
war profiteers. 


Norden cites the action of the Amer- 


ican government in establishing maxi- 
mum prices for steel and other 
raw 
materials of war industry and in im- 
mediately introducing high war taxes 
as an admirable example for Germany 
to fellow and speaks with admiration 
of the Wilson plan of taking control of 
the railroads, 


Norden's scheme for taking care of 


the state debt comprises a. radical in- 
crease in the tax on incomes, not upon 
capital as generally contemplated by 
German financiers. He holds that the 
proposed taxes upon capital 
merely 


lead to exlragavant 
spending, while 


the income tax can be so adjusted to 
bear heaviest upon the recipient of 
high war incomes.

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RUSSIA'S SURRENDER 


Russia, has surrendered to Germany 


!ind now the kaiser's forces have the 
vast empire at their mercy, through 
the traitorous and cowardly leadership 
of the Bolshevik! chiefs, Trotzky and 
Lenine. 


The situation can be likened to noth- 


ing more fitting than the raid of a 
pack of famished wolves upon a weU 
stocked sheep fold. 


If instead of Trotzky and Lenine, two 


German conspirators had been the ac- 
cepted leaders of the Russian people, 
they could not have betrayed the na- 
tion more effectively into the hands o£ 
the Germans. 


At first the Bolshevik! refused to 


; make peace, but at the same time or- 
• dered the Russian armies demobilized 
: so that they had no power to resist tha 


German invasion when it came. They 
left themselves entirely within the 
power of Germany. They then issued a 
hysterical order to fight to the death, 
to destroy roads and 
everything of 


value in the path of the German ad- 
vance; but that order had no effect 
and the German 
advance continued. 


Seeing resistance impossible the lead- 
ers surrendered, which means an ac- 
ceptance of Germany's terms. 


It is a fearful condition to which 


the country is subjected 
because of 


these two soap-box statesmen who im- 
posed upon the people and dishonestly, 
we believe, overthrew Kerensky, the 
truest patriot and bravest soldier of 
the new republic. 


Germany is rapidly capturing all the 


points of military value and all the 
supplies she can find. The people of 
Kossia as a result of this fearful ca- 
lamity are threatened with the most 
appalling famine in addition to 
the 


more direct horrors of war as it is 
made by Germany. 


Germany is determined to a/Id to her 


domain in continental Europe 
suffi- 


cient territory to enable her to control 
the Baltic, the Black sea, the Darda- 
nelles and the path to India. She has 
now the opportunity to gain vast ad- 
vantage in the war at a slight loss and 
she is determined to make the most of 
it. She will take Petrograd and dom- 
inate all Russia. 


By drawing upon the Russian terri- 


tory for supplies, Germany can pro- 
long the war on the western 
front. 


From Russia she can draw food sup- 
plies and this she will do even if she 
leaves the people to starve. She will 
also draw upon Russia for iron and 
copper, and from her German sympa- 
thizers there for money, which 
they 


will furnish as far as they are able. 


The war situation has thus become 


much more complicated and Germany 
has her way in oppressing Poland, 
Russia and Rumania, while the allies 
are unable to render these victims of 
German militarism any assistance. 


Not until Berlin is threatened by the 


allies, if that ever happens, will Ger- 
many be willing to stop the war and 
relinquish the territories she has cap- 
tured. Thus the task of the allies, and 
particularly that of the United States, 
looms larger and more complex. But 
whether it requires one year, two years 
or four years more to conquer Ger- 
many, the task must be prosecuted to 
the end or until the curse of German 
militarism.be wiped from the face of 
the earth. 


Germany in her invasion of supine 


Russia shows up in her true light and 
hence her camouflage about no annex- 
ations and no indemnities is exposed. 
In addition to claiming the conquered 
territory, she demands 54,000,000,000 
from the Russians, a sum which they 
cannot pay except by the method of 
extortion enforced in Belgium.

LETTERS HOLD HE 


FIRST LINE TRENCHES 


NEW YORK. Fob. 25.—"Tell .the 


women of America to write letters 
to their men at the front,—and then 
more letters. 
It's home-letters that 


hold tho front-line trenches." 


This is the message brought back to 
America by Captain tl. H. Pearson, the 
first Canadian to go to France after 
war was declared, and the first to see 
service with Kitchener's army. Later 
he was wounded when- a bomb struck 
the Young Men's Christian -Association 
headquarters at Belgian Poperinghe, of 
which 
lie was 
in charge. He has 


seen hundreds of men go over the top, 
and a lesser number come back again. 
lie has been over the Lop and come 
back again. 
Both from experience 
and 
from 
observation 
he 
knows 


what it is that puts heart into soldiers 
;i'hen they stand near, the edge of No 
Man's Land, with the sheUs bursting 
around them. 
For two years, Capt. Pearson, as a 


commissioned otticer of tho Canadian 
army, has supervised the Young Men's 
Christian Association work along the 
entire Canadian front in France. He 
was wounded twice and "gassed" and 
lias now been sent home by the Cana- 
dian army to tell the folks back home 
of conditions "over there." 


So Captain Pearson, a big, modest 


man with as untroubled a smile as if 
he iiad never heard of a world war, 
but with the remembering eyes that all 
men have when they come bank from 
it, has a good deal to say of womar^s 
plain duty in war time. 
Write To Him and Do It Often : 


"Write to them!" he urges. "If you 


have a relative or friend at the front, 
write to him, and do it often. Letters 
from strangers don't count, of course, 
but the others—no one can say how 
much .they matter. Why do you sup- 
pose that the Young Men's Christian 
Association spends thousands of dol- 
lars every month for paper and ink? 
It isn't so much because we are think- 
ing of the home-folk; they must look 
out for themselves in time of war. 
We 
want those letters written so that the 
mothers and the sisters and the wives 
and the sweethearts back home may 
answer them as soon as possible. 
It's 


the answers we are interested in, be- 
cause we know how those letters in 
the familiar hand-writing are going to 
help win the battle." 
Americans will never see the most 
terrible part of the war. Captain Pear- 
son declared. 


"The most ten-able part of the war 


was that first winter of it,—the end of 
1014, the beginning of 1915," he said. 
"During that first winter of the war. 
when the enemy marched against us 
with machine guns and all the modern 
instruments of warfare, and 
we had 


no guns, no ammunition, nothing but 
sheer strength of will to go on, it was 
really the letters from home, that held 
the lines for ns. We. did it because 
the home-folk expected us to do it, and 
said so in their letters. 


"You may say that this is all senti- 


ment. Well, this is a war of senti- 
ment. It's sentiment that took us over 
there to fight, and it is sentiment that 
is taking you Americans. 


"Anyhow, soldiers are like that. 
I've 


known some of them that haven't srot1 
ten a word from home in all the time 
they have been gone, more than three 
years now. It may have be.en because 
their women were slackers, and it may 
have been because their letters had 
gone astray. They were a very differ- 
ent lot. as a rule, from the chaps who 
got letters from home regularly, and 
they -went into the fight with a differ- 
ent spirit. 


"Sometimes a boy who hadn't heard 


from home for two years or more 
would get his letters at last, a lot of 
them in a bunch. You ought to have 
seen his face when he saw his name 
on the envelope, and knew that those 
letters were for him!, You ought to 
havo seen how many times he got 
those letters out and re-read them, 
when he thought no one was looking! 
You ought to have seen the vim with 
which he went into the next battle!" 
Tell Him the News 


What kind of letters 
should 
the 


home-folk write to the soldier at the 
front? 
Literary 
quality, 
isn't the 


thing- most needful in them, of course. 
Perhaps the best of them all are the 
ones packed full of little homely de- 
tails—accounts of the new neighbors 
across the street, and of the words the 
baby has learned to say, and of how 
Jimmy 
is growing 
out of all 
his 


clothes, and getting to look more like 
his daddy every day,—and if he just 
grows up to be half so good a man it 
will be all right. These are the letters 
that are oftenest re-read by the soldier 
before he goes over the top, just com- 
monplace letters that tell of everyday 
"happenings back home, and of the love 
and the trust that are in keeping for 
him there.

They 
are Increasing constantly the efficiency 
and capacity of the port itself by help- 
ing the French to economise in dock 
and transportation space. 


The American plan which envisages 


caring for vastly more volume than the 
port would 
normally accommodate, 


even with the enlargement 
of docks 


and storehouses, is not original with 
thorn but is more or less a 
copy of 


what the English have done at another 
port, where they have 
increased tho 


daily output of merchandise from about 
200 cars or less to more than 700. This 
they have been able to do by laying out 
huge yards to the rear of the actual 
port to avoid congestiun and to facili- 
tate making up trains. 


The steady development of the Amer- 


ican port has made it necessary to re- 
arrange the manner In which the work 
is done. Last July 
a comparatively 


small branch of the quartermaster's de- 
partment was amply able to 
superin- 
tend and manage the unloading and 
distribution of supplies. Today 
the 


work has grown so that It has had to 
be entrusted to a railway transporta- 
tion department that Is growing in size 
every week and 
which now merely 


turns over to the quartermaster, as 't 
does to the engineering, the aviation 
and all the other departments such ma- 
terial as belongs t.o each. 


To keep pace with the increasing 


volume of supplies that arrive, a huge 
force of workmen has been found nec- 
esssary. Two regiments of colored sol- 
diers, numbering three thousand men 
and most of them husky stevedores and 
longshoremen 
from 
New York and 


southern ports in times of peace, now 
do the bulk of the unloading from the 
ships and the reloading of the trains. 


A not inconsiderable force of German 


prisoners of war, with whom the ne- 
groes especially seem to enjoy frater- 
nizing, are at work about the docks 
from 
early morning 
until 
evening. 


Every able-bodied male citizen of the 
port, and many not so able-bodied, in 
addition to all the women who care to 
work, have found employment nnd of 
course at wages that were hitherto un- 
known. The city may be said to bo in 
the heyday of its prosperity. 


The somewhat chaotic conditions that 


naturally prevailed when thousands 
upon thousands of newcomers flooded 
Into tho city from the boats in late Juno 
have subsided. Those'.stationed perma- 
nently In tho port have gradnlly settled 
clown, in a few hotels and in many pri- 
vate families. The officers have estab- 
lished messes for themselves at which 
they can avail themselves of American 
food, and the men who are not quar- 
tered in the town, itself, live at tho 
original camp where General Sihert and 
his first division stayed until it was 
time to go to tho training: camp behind 
the front.

"I .was very much struck when trav- 


elling through the country," said one 
of the men, "with the dead look of 
everything. Even in one of the great 
towns through which we passed there 
seemed to be little going on, and the 
railway stations were almost entirely 
deserted. On the line between Span- 
dau and Hanover we (lid not see a 
single passenger train, and the goods 
traffic appeared to be quite negligible. 
The fields were devoid of cattle, and 
on the whole journey I saw less than 
a score of sheep."

shortage in Germany must be acute, 
becaiise though the weather was bit- 
terly cold, smoke was rarely to be seen 
issuing from chimneys- Another thing 
that struck them was the extent to 
which women are doing work on the 
railways.

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RUSSIA'S SURRENDER 


Russia has surrendered to Germany 


and now thu kaiser's forces have tho 
vast empire at their mercy, through 
the traitorous and cowardly leadership 
of the Bolshevik! chiefs, Trot.zky and 
Lcntne. 


The situation can be likened to noth- 


ing more' ruling than the raid of 
pack of famished wolves upon a well 
stocked sheep fold. 


If instead .of Trotzky and Leninc, two 


German conspirators had been the 
cppted leaders of the Russian people, 
they could not have betrayed the na- 
tion more effectively into the hands of 
the Germans. 


At first the Eolsheviki refused to 


make peace, but at the same time or- 
dered the Russian armies demobilized 
so that they had no power to resist the 
German invasion when it came. They 
left themselves entirely within the 
power of Germany. They then issued a 
hysterical order to fight to the death, 
to destroy roads and 
everything 
of 


value In the pa.th of the German ad- 
vance; but that order had no effect 
and the German advance continued. 
Seeing resistance impossible the lead- 
ers surrendered, -which means an ac- 
ceptance of Germany's terms. 


It is a fearful condition to which 


the country is subjected 
because of 


• these two soap-box statesmen who im- 


posed upon the people and dishonestly, 
we believe, overthrew Kerensky, tho 
truest patriot and bravest soldier of 
the hew republic. 


Germany is rapidly capturing all the 


points of military value and all th 
supplies she can find. Tho people' of 
Russia as a result of this fearful ca- 
lamity are threatened with the most 
appalling famine in addition .to the 
more direct horrors of war as it 
made by Germany. 


Germany is determined to a/*d to her 


domain in continental Europe 
suffi- 


cient territory to enable her to control 
the Baltic, the Black sea, the Darda- 
nelles and the path to India. She has 
now the opportunity to gain vast ad- 
vantage in the war at a slight loss and 
she is determined to make the most of 
it. She will take Petrograd and dom- 
.inate all Russia. 


By drawing upon the Russian terri- 


tory for supplies, Germany can pro- 
long the war on the western 
front. 


, From Russia she can draw food sup- 


plies and this she will do even if she 
leaves the people to starve. She will 
also draw upon Russia for iron and 
copper, and from her German sympa- 
thizers there for money, which they 
will furnish as far as they are able. 


The war situation has thus become 


much more complicated and Germany 
has her way in oppressing 
Poland, 


Russia and Rumania, while the allies 
are unable to render these victims of 
German militarism any assistance. 


Not until Berlin is threatened by the 


allies, if that ever happens, will Ger- 
many be willing to stop the war and 
relinquish the territories she has cap- 
tured. Thus the task of the allies, and 
particularly that of tho United States, 
looms larger and more complex. But 
whether it requires one year, two years 
or four years more to conquer Ger- 
many, the task must be prosecuted to 
the end or until the curse of German 
militarism be wiped from the face of 
the earth. 


Germany in her invasion of supine 


Russia shows up in her true light and 
hence her camouflage about no annex- 
ations and no indemnities is exposed. 
In addition to claiming the conquered 
territory, she demands 54,000,000,000 
from the Russians, a sum which they 
cannot pay except by the method of 
extortion enforced in Belgium.

NEW YORK, Fob.' 25.—"Tell 
the 


women of America to write letters 
to their men at tho front,—and then 
more letters. 
It's home-letters that 


hold the Xront-line trenches." 


This is the message brought back to 


America by Captain H. U. Pearson, the 
llrst Canadian to go to France after 
war was declared, and the first to see 
service with Kitchener's army. Later 
he \vas wounded when a bomb struck 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
headquarters at Belgian Poperinghe, of 
which he was in charge. Ho has 
seen hundreds of men go over the top, 
and a lesser number come back again. 
He has been over the top and come 
back asrain. 
Both from experience 
and 
from 
observation 
he 
knows 


what it is that puts heart into soldiers 
when they stand near the edge of No 
Man's Land, with the shells bursting 
around them. 
: 
For two years, Capt. Pearson, as a 


commissioned officer of the Canadian 
army, has supervised the Young Men's 
Christian Association work along the 
entire Canadian front in France. He 
was wounded twice and "gassed" and 
has now been sent home, .by tie Cana- 
dian army to tell the folks back home 
of conditions "over there." 
So Captain Pearson, a bis, modest 
man with as untroubled a smile as if 
he had never heard of a world war, 
but with the remembering eyes that all 
men have when they corne back from 
it, has a good deal to say of woman's 
plain duty in war time. 
Write To Him and Do It Often 


"Write to them!" ho urges. "If you 


have a relative or friend at the front, 
write to him, and do it often. Letters 
from strangers don't count, of course, 
but the others—no one. can say how 
much they matter. Why do you sup- 
pose that the Young Men's. Christian 
Association spends thousands of dol- 
lars every month for paper and ink? 
It isn't so much because we are think- 


of the home-folk; they must look 
out for themselves in time of war. 
We 
want those letters written so that the 
mothers and the sisters and the wives 
and the sweethearts back home may 
answer them as soon as possible. It's 
the answers we are interested fn, be- 
cause we know, hott' those letters in 
the familiar hand-writing aro going to 
help win the battle." 
Americans will never see the most 
terrible part of the war. Captain Pear- 
son declared. 


"The most terrible part of the war 


was that first winter of it,—the end of 
1914, the beginning of 1915," he said. 
"During that first winter of the war, 
when the enemy marched against us 
with machine guns and all the modern 
instruments of warfare, and 
we had 


no guns, no ammunition, notning but 
sheer strength of will to go on, it was 
really the letters from home that held 
the lines for us. We did it because 
the home-folk expected us to do it, and 
said so in their letters. 


"You may say that this is all senti- 


ment. Well, this is a war of senti- 
ment. It's sentiment that took us over 
there to fight, and it is sentiment that 
s taking you Americans. 


"Anyhow, soldiers are like that. I've 


khown some of them that haven't got- 
ten a word from home in all the time 
they have been gone, more than three 
years now. It may have been because 
their women were slackers, and it may 
have been because their letters had 
gone astray. They were a very differ- 
ent lot, as a rule, from the chaps who 
got letters from home regularly, and 
they went into die fight with a differ- 
ent spirit. 
"Sometimes a boy who hadn't heard 


from home for two year?, or more 
would get his letters at last, a lot of 
them in a bunch. You ought to have 
seen his face when he saw his name 
on tho envelope, and knew that those 
letters were for him!. You ought to 
tiavo seen how many times he got 
those letters oul and re-read them, 
when he thought no one was looking! 
You ought to have seen the vim with 
hich he went into the next battle!"
